Place in which Speculation Is Now Indulged in on 
New York Tracks Is Inconspicuous. 



Vanderbilt’s Cracks. Negofol and Oversight, Are 
Contestants in Race, but Fail to Place, 



New York, June 28. — A new procedure came Into 
exi.-.,,'iice loi- tlie oral brokers at Gravesend, was coii- 
tiiiiied at .She«'|ishead and may iirevail at the eii- 
siiliig raeiiig mei-tiligs this season. Neither out oil 
I lie lawn among thosi' who ari' merely present as 
spectators, lair ill the liettiiig ring Itself, hut in a 
sort of a half-way s|Mit in front of the betting ring 
anil oil Hie lawn far removed from where the major- 
it.v of siK'etalors gatlier. the oral tM'ttors Iiave taken 
tii'eir stand. This iimovation gave a giSHi deal of 
salisfaclioii to tlie Graveseml and Slu'epshead mali- 
ngers. Tliey desire to liave wliat liettiiig there is 
eoiidiieied in the ipiletest, most uiiolitriisive mauiier 
IHissilde, and this new move seems to have ae- 
eoiiipllslied that end. The ehange was made follow- 
ing a statement of one of tlie elitli’s attorneys that 
there was no rea.son wli.v the iM-ttlng should not l>e 
transaeted in tin' regular ring. Hut It would take 
more p,-rsuasioii ilian ail tlie j<M*ke.v* eliilis in tlie 
eomitry eimld lirliig to liear to get tlie memory 
lirokers into the ring while '.aces are going on. So 
a eomiironilse has 1 k',‘ 11 elTected and the groiiii that 
make up Hie "siHirting elemi'iit” move down the 
lawn and lose themselves to the view of the siH-c- 
tutors. 

I’lie lawn in front of tin* grand(<lniid is now clear 
and tin' view unotistrueted. Siieetutors are aid,- 
to walk almiit witliout emwding their wa.v through 
Hie mass of layers and Hieir patrons who have been 
prevalent tliere so far tills .veiir. CiHument on tlie 
change was favoralilc. the majority of jH'ople who 
go down to tlie track just to sec tlie sport Ix'liig 
glad to hav,' the Is'ttors out of the way. .\iiotlier 
ohjeet served is Hint of rendering less conspicuous 
Hiat element of the sisat whicli had lironght Gown 
the wrath of reformers upon horse racing and tliicat- 
cned its existence. 

Tnrfiiicn and otliers who liave watched the progn'ss 
of tile siKirt tliis si'iison say that racing this year 
witli liettiiig In its new form has never la-en cleaner. 
There liave Is'cn alisolutely no scandals disclosed or 
even heard of privately around the tracks. Favorites 
and thosi' Iiorscs which on form slionid lie the win- 
ners liave been eonslstently finishing in front. 



Paris. France. June 28. — The Grand Prix de Paris, 
the greatest rae«' of the year on the Frencli turf, 
was run .vesti'rday over the lamgchaiiips course lii 
the prc.sencc of President Fallh'rcs and :{()0.0(H) 
|(e»(ilc. W. K. Vaiidcrtillt’s horses, Negofol ami 
Ovcrsiglit. which ran first and third In the French 
Dcrliy, were among the starters. Imt failed to iilaee. 

Tlie race was won liy Maurice de Rothschild’s 
eheslunt colt. Verdun. Rarat up. .Mine. N. U. 
I'hereuieten’s RelH-lle was second and Eduiuud Blanc's 
Union third. Tlic value of tlic slake was $74,1.">5. 
It is the most valualde stake in the wis'Id. 

Eleven horses faced the starter. laird Miekeiham’s 
William tlie I'ourth. elosely attended by tlie Vuuder- 
Idlt pair and Union, iirok,' in front. Williain the 
Fourth maile the rniining to the head of the stretch, 
wlii-re Verdun came through to victory.
